A representative of the Tribune called on Mr.
MeFurland last evening, at the Fourth Ward
Btntion-honse, where he saw him comfortably
quartered in Captain Allalre's private room. The
only person present was a policeman, who hiad
been detailed to wateh the prisoner. Mr, McFar-
Jand was smoklong, and seemed calm and guite
unconcerned. He was indisposed to converse
about the shooting or the circimstances attend-
ing It, and remarked that the whole affair seemed
like a dream, and that he was very much con-
fueed ot the time.

When asked if there wag any additional pro-
vovation for the deed beyond that which had
been made publie by his shooting Mr. Richard-
eon in March, 1867, he answored that e had just
been Informed that Mr, Richardson had pro-
cured for hie wife o fraudulent divorce some-
where in the State of 1linofs, nnd that he
(Richardson) had been married to her., Not
having the mcans legally to prosecute Mr.
Richardeon, he had been compelled to accept
the eituation of affuirs, and content himself with
the possession of one of his children, allowing
the other 1to  remain  with his  wile.
Belng  informed that Mr. Richardson
wag making preparations  to leave the
country, that he had sold his property in New
Jersey, and belleving that be contemplated tak-
ing with him Ins wife and child he became

Mr. Richardson ns n Journnllst.

Mr. Richardson is a native of New England,
and a brother of the editor and proprietor of a
religions journal in Boston. Ile was the secret
correspondent of the 7ribune in the Sonth while
the ncts of secesslon were being passed there,
and the army correspendent of the Pvibune in
the West during the war. While o the dis-
charge of the duties of that position he was cap-
tured, and suffered confinement for a time In
both Libby and Salisbury prizons, He eseaped
from them, and, crossing the country, reached
the Unlon lincs. Soon afterwarda he published
the “Field, Dungeon, and Escape,” « book which
has reached the cxtroordinary cireulation of
06,000 copies. He subsequently published the
life of General Grant, regarded as one of the
most complete of the muny books written about
that distinguished General. On the opening of
the Puclfic Rallroad, Mr. Richardson was sent
over that road by the Tribune, and gave to this
n-.-w:q'urer much interesting correspondence, re-
plete with facts not previously known in rolation

EARTHQUAKE.

Couse of the Commaotion In Germany —Alurm In
the Clties,
From a Novth German Correspondent,

We now learn that the shocks of earthquake of the
d0th and 318t of October were most distinetly felt at
Frankiort, Weisbaden, Darinstadt, Mayence, Ofen-
bach, Eberstadt, and Glessen. A correspondent de-
peribes the sliock of the 818t of October, in Frank-
fort, as followeg:—"At twentv-slx minutes past 6
o'clock we experienced a shock of such severity that
every object in the room began to osclllate fn 3
stravge and alarming manner, This continned for
three or four seconds, the direction belng from east
1o wost, The house wes shaken 1o ita very
foundation.” The writer of this letter adds that
e tottered on his chaly before the seeretary
at which he was sitting. The movement, a8 well
n8 lie could judge, wns undulatory. The shock
far surpassed In violence anything of the Kind pre-
viously experienced in that part of Germany. We
find in another communication from Frankfort:—
“Flve of us were sitling at a round table in the
second-gtory of the houke, when something like an
clectric shock ssemedd to pass through us all simul-
taneously. Atthe ssme moment our ¢hairs and the
ground under our fest bogan Lo oseclllate inan fo-
cotoprehensible manner; the windows of the new
solid stone house cllcked as if struck by @ sudden
Lldst from without, aud the doors creaked as If o
more distant door on the same floor had been cloged
by some one with 4 violent ¢lash,.  There was, how-
ovor, neither wind outalde nor any person in the ad-
Jointng room.

Two Men Fall into n Vat of Holling Oil.

The terrible accident in Loulsville, Ky., was re-
ported by telegraph 4 day or two sinoe,  The full
particulars of the aalr we find In the Journal of
that city of the l4th inst, :—

Yesterday morning between 7 and 8 o'clook adis-
ire & aceldent ogcurrad ab the pork-packing esta-
plishMent of O. W, Thomas & Co., No, 653 East Maimn
street, which resulted in the death of onge man and
dungerous i not fatal Injuries to another,

In the *trying-room” of the cstablishment there is
a large vat three or foar feet deep, siX or elght feet
wide, and aboat ten feet long, futo which the refuse
water and ofl 18 drawn from the tanks after the lard
el been drawn off  for the parpose of heing
gkimmeoed,. Two of the tanks of bolliog water and oll
had been emptied, when the foreman called to Ed-
wauridl Welsh sand Dennis Quinian, “skKimmers,"” who
were standing near the edge of the vat, to get ont of
the way. This they attempted to do; but the fdoor
being greasy and alippery, Welsh, whn is gquite an old
man, missed his footing and fell into the vat, Quin-
Jan Immedintely rushed 19 his resgoue and seized him
by the shoulder, but Welsh, frantie paln,
selzed Quinlan by the legs amd him
headforemost into the bolling culdron, Mr, Graves
and Mr. Fraopklin, cemployes of the establishment,
hearing the shrieks of saflering, extricated them
from the vat as soon as polsible and before Hfe was
extinet, Both were horribly scalaoll, Quinlun was
entirely submerged, and when s clothing was re-
moved nearly every particle of skin came with i,
The men were removed tp another part of the
bullding, Dri. Knapp aod Shadburd sommoned,
and everything done that could be to alleviate thele
sutferings, after which Quiniain wasa removed to his
restdence on Hancock, between Breckinridge and
Lampton, and Welsh to his home on Malh, be-
tween Preston and Jackson. Quinlan  lingered
in great agony until & o'clock st evening, when
death came to his rellef, Welsh was living, In a
critical condition, lust night, and, as he inhaled the
stoam, his recovery 18 counsiderod doubtful., Both
were steady, Industrions men, and had families de-
p("l‘ldf‘llt upon them, Thelr employers, Messrs,

I'homas & Co., did evervthing in thelr power to
mitigate thelr sufferings, calling Iin medical ali, and
sparing nothing that would tend to thelr relief, They
nigo furnished money to the anlioted familios, an:d
will defrpy the expenses of the funeral of Quinlan,

There were many rumors antoat vesterday as to
the cause of the pecident, but we are satigfled, trom
the statement of Mr, Franklin, the only eye-witness,
that the accldent wag cauded solely by the careless-
ness of the unfortunate men in approaching too near
the vat while It was belng filled, and the insecnre
footing, rendered doubly insecure hy the clouds of
steam from it, which prevented them from seeing
their way clearly.
